EXAMINER 'S COMMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/9/10 has been entered. Claims 1-5, 8-11, 13-17 
are pending in the application. 

2. In view of the amendment, all rejections set forth in the office action dated 4/9/10 are 
withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 1-5,8-11, 13-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The presently cited claims are allowable over prior art to Yasukochi et al. (US 7,034,083) 
and Hori et al. (US 6,146,656). 

The Yasukochi et al. reference discloses PSAs and patches comprising a hydroxy group 
containing acrylic polymer and boron compound as the crosslinking agent (ab.). The Hori et al. 
disclosure teaches percutaneous absorption preparation comprising at least one active ingredient 
selected from the group consisting of biperiden, trihexyphenedyl and pharmacologically 
acceptable salts. The prior art fails to teach or suggest, alone or in combination, a patch 
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comprising an acrylic polymer having 3 to 25% by wt. of hydroxyethyl (meth)acrylate, a pseudo- 
crosslinking agent selected from the Markush group and a plasticizer, wherein the ratio of the 
crosslinking agent to the plasticizer falls within the presently claimed range. Therefore, the 
presently claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of record as per said art 
neither anticipating nor rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the presently claimed 
invention.
